•9* .Slavery exists ia all our Territories by 
virtue of the Constitution of the United States. 

A Southern eoteinporary repeau this declara 
Cion of President boohanan, with great em- 
phants, several times in the course of one ar- 
tiele. That doctrine would be very acceptable 
to the South, and we could wish it were so; it 
would settle the tjuestion of slavery if all held 
St, or would acquiesce in it. but, unfortu- 
nately, the Constitution says nothing about 
elavery in the Territories; and only assumet' 
iu existence in the Slates under the laws 
thereof. 

The difficulty is, if slavery exists by virtue 
of the Conatilution in ail our Territories, how 
wUl it get out of any of themT A Territorial 
Legislature could not exclude slavery, and a 
Stale cenidn’l de it. We don't see how a 
State Convention can exclude what is in the 
Territory or the Slate by virtue of (he Federal 
CunstJiuUon. It must stay there. A Slate 
Convention, to make a Constitution, would be 
as impotent to remove it a« a Territorial Leg 
iaUinre. The truth is, the Constitution ha; 
nothing to do with the subject. Properly iu 
slaves in a Territory exists as property in any- 
thing alae cxiau under the laws of the Terri 
tory. We don’t believe a Territorial Legisla- 
ture can abolish property iu slaves any more 
than they can abolish property in anything 
•1m. They can g*t rid, however, of properly 
in slaves as they can get rid of any other prop- 
•rty they don’t wuti, and the Federal Consti- 
tntion can not prevent it; because it has noth- 
ing to do with what is or what is nut pru|>eHy 
ia a Territory. 

d^'lt is staled that Mr. Seward's speech 
was manipulated by leading K-publicans pre- 
viont to its delivery, and that it is in fact the 
manifesto of the party for ihc eampaign. This 
nnd other developments, both here and at New 
Vork, arc held by astute politicians as tore 
nhndowing the convention at Chicago.

,M. Turner, the painter, .Mr. Uuskin having 
furnislied him with the maieriaU, which came 
into his possession as the literary executor of 
the great R. 

. Prof. Owenic now work on Fossil Remains 
18 anxiously looked for; il is entitled “Paleon- 
tology, or a Systematic Summary of Extinct 
Animals and their Geological Relations,” and 
is shortly to be published by Messrs. Black, of 
Edinburgh.

^ The march of improvement in the city of 
San Iraaci.sco is brisk, and strange as it may 
seeiii, that metropolis has its reiuinisoMicea ' 
Iu noticing the locality of a new and spacious 
market on * 'ommercial street, the AlU states 
that here in l.s.'il w.ts tho esublishment call- 
eu the “New ^Vo^!J,* then the moat prominent 
TiTal of the famous “Arcaae,” further up 
Commercial street. Here was the headquarters 
ot gambling. The “New World” was the 
fashionable resort of monte dealers, thieves 
flesh men, and the “swell mob” generally! 
Where now are sol* I rounds of fat beef, ruinp 
St eaks and vt al chops, was then dealt ont, or 
raked in, a.s the ease might be, piles of silver 
and gold coin. ■•Rondo,” “crapa,” “ent- 
lliroais,” “monte,’' roulette, “vint-et-un,” 
and “thimble rig ’ ruled the roost, where the 
chief idea.s are of fries, roa.sl* aud pot boiling 
The sharp cries of Hie gamblers, the flashing 
of bowie knives an*! pistols, the jingling of 
coin, the loud blast of tbe musicians, all have 
passed away like a dream. M here the orches- 
tra was suti.*ned with its fiddie.s, cornels, 
horns and clarionetls, i.s now located a poul! 
try establishment, whence i.ssues the cackling 
ot geese and hens, and the occtwional ■■shrill 
clarion ' of chanticleer. 

Iromamong the many curious stories con- 
nected with this locality, the following is, per- 
haps, the most illustrative of California life in 
the early days: .A preacher, who had always 

borne au uuimpeach able character in his na- 
tive town arrive*! early in 18.51— a part of the 
great humau tide which then set towards the 
Most.

per fingers tw.rl.-d (he roulette with afascinat- 
iiig grace which the rougtm who frequented 
the ‘-.V w Worl.j were unable to resist. .Not 
long .attcr, ihi- iiidiriduai disappeared. The 
tact illustr.sles how powerful is gold to umler- 
mine principles which are not firmly rooted in 
the luiud. How udeu at th.at time <lid pride 
honor, principle, and all that a-lotna Ufa, fade 
before me ward of tbe tempter. To their 
hon.tr be it recontcl, tfi.at thousands passed 
through the or.lcal untainted, carrying with 
them in those days of liceute and unbridled 
pMsious. the same rtjspeoi for social decency 
which IS now cxao’ed from all who claim kin- 
dred with the just and the honorable. 

A lemling sulijcct of couvemaiion among the 
r tench p>u( ulaiioit of San Francisco was the 
elopement of a married lady, the mother of 
several chil.Ircn. The French paper there 
gives no names, but .«ays: “On the ’.ast steam- 
er Jay a hackney coach i»«w up before the 
house of a re-pjctable French merchant of San 
t ranciscu. .A man. apparently about 35 or 4U 
years of age. was concealed within the coach. 
He held belore him a newspaper, more for tho 
purpose ot holing himself than to rmtd iu news 
.-■ome mstanls alter the arrival of the eoaoh, 
the lady of the Uuuoe informed her husband 
that she wa* going to the bath, and taking a 
small package she went out, without saying 
It what hour she would return. She quietly 
got into the coach, which set off full gaUop— 
the cuachmau probably knowing iu advance 
the place to which he waa to convey his passen- 
gers lue two stuamers sailed at the custom- 
•try hour, and il xs iu vain that the desolate 
lamily awwt the rciuru of tho woman who said 
she was going to the bath. U was known the 
uext uajr tlmi the iadiTitl^al wao was in the 
coach had gone on boar*l one of the steamers, 
carrying with him a faithless woman, doubly 
culpable as a mother and a wife. Admitted 
into the family under the title of a friend, this 
wretch hiJ violuted the most biws ot 

hospitality, and had not he-itaied to plunge a 
funily into grief and desolation.” 

.A Sau rpiiioisco s.reet cc.-urrence is given ia 
the Bulletin of a late date. .An eye witness of 
the scene thus sfaies il: “In company with a 
Irieml, he was passing up Filbert street, in the 
afternoon, wheu he saw two men apparently
